In justice to the man's 
neighbours it must be stated that when he 
was missed search was made, and the very 
shaftHe had gone down was looked into, but, 
as the bottom was filled, and no signs of a 
drive, it was passed by, The buried man 
heard the footsteps above, and repeatedly 
cried out, but wm not audible, the Bnrrnund- 
ing earth drowning his voice tothose above."

NEWS A week' LATER, 

SYDlfET, Match 16 th. 

Official telegrams from the gold commis- 
sioner at the Palmer, forwarded via George- 
town on 22nd February, report that at, the 
diggings they have hM very heavy flcxida, 
causing much privation and suffering amongst 
miners. Three deaths by drowning are as- 
certained, and it is feared that other cases 
will be discovered. A new track from the 
IJpper Palmer.to Endeavour River has been 
diecovered. It lies. Oirongh very rough, 
broken countiy,' only fit for horses. ' - By 
going round the heads of ell rivers, however, 
it avoids much boggy country.;- Numbers of 
miners are leaving tho Palmer by this route 
to avoid starvation. Little or no , flour will 
be for sale for the next two months, and the 
population will be dependent upon the ar- 
rival of p^k-horses for a supply. There' is 
beef enough to last for 'tortie time, and cattle 
withiii’ fifty miles, hut'the‘ arriiial is delayed 
by heavy floods and wet weather, i '. The we^ 
ther ihaa greatly lessened the production of 
goljj. : The general! health is prety good, but 
privations aie commencing. to tell., i . . ' 

The men who, were speared by th'e blacks 
are recovering, except one, who, died flbm 
the effects of his wounds. No' fresh out- 
rages are reported. ' The diggings are pro- 
gressing favourably ; gold found in ravines 
and gullies hack from the river over an ex- 
tensive area. Men ere, still arriving from 
the Endeavour. The blacks very bad on the 
road. Two men have been killed and one 
wounded. One man lost his right eve by a 
spear wound. TKc wounded men arrived in 
a destitute Condition. Tlieyare now at my 
camp having their wounds attended and 
wants supplied. One inan,i who was speared 
on tlie river, is not expected to live. The 
native police, under iSnb-Inspector Dum.uesq, 
are on the road to the Endeavour River. 
The difficul ties with the blacks continue. The 
supply of rations on the ground is aufiicient 
for present requirements. . The teamsters 
are killing working bullocks, and they sell 
the beef. The prices of all commodities arc 
unchanged. It is, highly dangerous for men, 
especially on fofjt! to travel this country ex- 
cept they are armed with carbines or guns, 
or in parties of at least six. The rain is still 
threatening. Tho population on tlie field is 
about 800. The general health is good, sad 
the conduct of the miners orderly.

bound for the Palmer, The steamer Lei 
chardt leaves this inurning for Cooktown. 
The Balclutlta and Florence Irving are both 
in port, and the latter leaves for Sydney on 
Tuesday. 

Captain Phillips reports that from 10,000 
to 12,000 ounces of gold reached Cooktown ti 
few days before the Florence Irving left, and 
7000 ounces wore taken away by the Wonga 
Wonga. 

Horses are now cheaper in Cooktown. 
Butchers’ meat is selling at a shilUiigapound. 

The weather was fine. 

A digger has been found murdered, it was 
reported by the blacks, and the body which 
was buried, has since been exhumed r and 
many of the mates of deceased are in custody 
on suspicion of the murder. 

An official telegram from Townsville on 
Thursday states that good weather has been 
experienced during the last fortnight between 
Cooktown and the Palmer. CommOnlcalion 
ia now quite established, and several hundred 
paok-horses have started with rations, so that 
all in absolute destitution must kave been 
relieved ere this. A iirat-class road party is 
wanted. 

Bernard HoriA ia reported tn hsve been 
murdered by ^e blocks at Normdnby range. 
Anderson, a Swede, and mate of the deceased, 
is in custody pending an inquiry, 

Inspector Morrisett starts in three days 
time hence, to find a sliortcr route than the 
present..

Impure Water in Dunedin. 



At the last meeting of the Dunedin City 
Council,, the following letter was read, in re- 
ference to the above subject! After some 
discussion upon it, thi; letter was referred to 
the Waterworks Committee, with power to 
act: — , 

Moray Place, Dunedin, 

March 28th, 1874. 

To His Worship the Mayor of Dunedin. 

Sir, — 1 beg to' draw your Worship’s attention, 
and that of the Town Council, to the fluid which 
ia being distributed to the inhabitants of Dun- 
edin by tho Waterworks Company. , ' 

I was iuduced to make an examination of this 
fluid ia consequence of the occurrence of severe, 
4nd in some instances fatal, cases of dysenterio 
diarrluea,— a disease 'which his prevailed in 
Dunedin, and which experience has shown to be 
aimos;: always associated with impure drinking 
, water, 1 therefore obtained a battle of water 
from a tap on some premises I rent, and first 
mode an examination with the naked eye, The 
water was received into a white glass-stoppered 
bottle, which was quite clean, but which 1 care- 
fully washed out several times with the water 
under examination. ■ The water was taken the 
day after a rainfall It was extremely turbid, 
and of a light brownish colour when a sheet of, 
white paper was placed behind it. I cannot say 
anything aa to its tosto. for I did not consider 
it justifiable to drink s fluid so evidently loaded 
with impurities. ^ 

The bottle was allowed to stand for twenty- ' 
four hours, wnen it was found that a consider- 
able sediment was deposited, but the fluid was 
still turbid. After waiting two or three days, . 
the turbidity still remaiued, showing that it was 
owing in part at least to living beings moving 
about in the water, as any merely mechanical im- 
purities would in that time'have either floated 
to the top, or settled down 'at the bottom. On 
examining the fluid under the microscope, this 
proved to be the case. Numerous animalcules, 
and animal and vegetable cells, were found in a 
single di'op. . ' 

The sediment was of a brown colour, and con- 
sisted of decaying animal and vegetable matter 
-;-many living animalcules new to me, but be-! 
longing to fhe ifofi/era— nvimerous very beautiful 
specimens of , Desmidocea and J)ialonuXM<i, and 
a v.ariefy of other organic' bodies, the nature of ■ 
which it would require a prolonged examination' 
to determine.' The whole- sediment,-, however, 
with its living inhabitants, was so eharocteris'ic 
of watsr contaminated by the excreta of auimals, 
and raembled so strikingly other watcrs'which 
I hsd examined at home and in the West Indies, 
and which were known to be thus onntaminated, 
that I determined to make an examin.'vtian of 
the Reservoir, and the source of its supply. 

On Tuesday, the 24th inst., I proceeded to the 
Reservoir, which 1 found exceedingly clean and 
in good order. It was evident, howevey, that 
no provision existed for filtering the water, — a 
provision absolutely neccss.iry, unless the source 
of supply is either from artesian wells, or -from 
such an exceptionally pure source as Loch 
Katrine, from which the water distributed to 
Glasgow ia derived. , 

Tho aides of the Reservoir I found were in 
part the natural soil of the locality, and I could 
see in the water decayed and decaying vegetable 
matter in abundance. On going to the up[ier 
end, I found that the Reservoir is supplietl from 
a scmi.etagnant pool into which a small rivulet 
flows. This pond was full of weeds ; blanket 
weed, among others, which cannot grow in 
rapidly flowing water. The water was turbid, 
aud, like that of the reservoir, of a brownish 
tinge. The b.anks of this pond ami of the rivu- 
let that supplies it were covered with flnglish 
grass, and formed a grazing groan'd fot cattle. 
The droppings of these animals wore extremely 
abundant on the grass, and as tho land slopes 
down to the rivulet on each side, it is quite cer- 
tain that every shower of riiin must bring the 
excreta of cows and horses, or, in plain lan- 
guage, their dung and urine, into the reservoir 
of w.'iter drunk by the people of Dunedin. More- 
over, the road slopes sown to tho point where it 
crosses the river, nnd 1 could trace the drainage 
from the road into it. 

On following the river a little way, I passed 
over some enclosed land, and found the carcase 
of a recently killed pig hanging by tho river 
side. The washings from this pig, consisting of 
soapy water containing bristles, Ac., ran into 
the river. Near the pig Was a fireplace set into 
the b-anks in which was a quantity of ashes ; 
near it were two washing tubs, and evidences of 
soap water liaviug been habitually thrown on the 
bank, close to the river. We, therefore, it is 
evident, have the pleasure of drinking the 
diluted soapsuds from a family washing place. 

I think tho facta I have stated are sufiicient 
to demand further enquiry. If the Town Coun- 
cil will appoint a Committee, I shall be h.appy 
to bring ray miscroscupo aud show them the 
nature of the sediment in the water, and at the 
same time shew them how exactly it resembles 
the sediments of London water, figured in the 
report ou cholera to the General Board of Health. 
This water was Condemned os one of the oauses 
of cholera, and the Companies were compellerl 
to seek a purer source of supply, and to filter 
their water. Since then it is well known that 
cholera has h.ardly attacked London, and the 
only cases Were in the East End, and in houses 
supplied by a Company whose wafer supply was 
accidentally contaminated by sewage. 

A single case of typhoid fever in any of tho 
houses near the river, aud allowing their drain- 
age to go into it, would produce an epidemio. I 
have seen an epidemio produced by sueh a cause.
